T he racket co leeruing reduction of 
water rents by city councils is now on 
and much talked 
about. 
T h e Unit 'd 
¡State* Supreme Court, 
so we learn 
from a W aating ton dispatch, decided 
to at city council» could 
reduce hvd- 
rant rents e>tabiisbed between 
water 
companies and cities. 
The c w - do 
cided upon were appeal* rnado by Frer- 
j port, Danville and Rog ers 
Park, 
and 
of course the people of Dixon 
are in* 
| terested in titis much discussed que-- 
lion. 
The water companies in each 
ca-e contended 
that the ¡aw 
of 
D72 
and other subsequent acts authorizing 
town and city authorities to -contrait 
for water supply 
for thirty years in­ 
cludes the rig ht to hx 
rates for that 
tune and the rate once fixed e< uld not 
be chang ed. 
They arg ued the ordinances 
fixing 
rates were immature contracts for the 
term of thirty years. 
In the case of the Freeport company 
a rate of $ 75 and $ 100 for each tire 
hy­ 
drant was first fixed by ordinance, 
h t 
that rate was reduced by a subsequent 
ordinance to $ 50 per 
hydrant. 
The 
Water company attacked the validity 
of this ordinance and took the case in­ 
to the state court of Illinois. 
The llli- 
n us supreme court decided ag ainst the 
company, holding the ordinance reduc­ 
ing the price of water to be valid. 
Y e ste r d ay ’s opinion of 
the 
United 
Scutes 
supreme court sustained the 
finding of the state court. 
11 is believed to be far-reaching in 
its effects and may control g as plants 
and other public utilities. 
In short the 
decisions declare that an ordinance 
passed by town and city 
authorities 
g ranting to water companies the rig ht 
to lay pipes and sell the commodity 
for a term of years and also fixing the 
rate to be charg ed is not in the nature 
of a contract irrepe&lable. but that the 
j rate may be reduced to a ’‘reasonable” 
price at any time by the town and city 
authorities. 
The city council reduced 
the bv- 
drant rental twme two or three y a 
ag o nearly one-third which was re 
ceived 
under protest by 
the 
water 
company. 
Had 
the decision of the 
Federal 
i mrt 
been 
favorable the 
company would 
have had 
the legal 
rig ht to exact full contract price. 
So 
it appears that the decision may mean 
the saving of many thousands of dol­ 
lars to the tax payers of Dixon. 
The 
present rate is $ 50 per year for each 
hydrant up to $ 140 for each additional. 
W e have 135 hydrants.
